Ireland has been called “guick-witted ” 
so often that the adjective has become 
tiresome. There are many matters, how- 
ever, in which the slow prejudices of Irish- 
men get the better of their quick wits. 
We still cherish (even the most loyal of 
us) the tradition that the English are a 
stupid people. The events of the last 
two years do not seem to have shaken

command of the seas. She became the |.

Her 
wealth, discovered to be . vast and 
accessible, was put at the service of all 
her Allies. For every stroke of her 
enemies on land, in the air, or under the 
sea, she found a counter-stroke. In less 
than two years this stupid and unprepared 
people rose to the height of the most 
terrific emergency, in human history. 

“If England was what England seems !"’ 
Mr. Kipling wrote in the years when she 
was thought to be hurrying to the dogs. 
France and Germany know to-day that 
Mr. Kipling’s instinct was sound, and to 
Germany the knowledge must be more 
bitterthan death. England, unchallenged, 
was, to all ontward seeming, a country 
swiftly on the way to share the fate of 
Assyria and Carthage. England, chal- 
lenged, resumes, as it were without 
an effort, the first place among the first 
nations of Europe. She has taken this 
place by the exercise of qualities which 
are a guaranteé that she will keep it or, 
if she loses it through her own in- 
difference, will be able to recapture it. 
Ireland must do what all the nations, in- 
cluding Germany, are doing—she must 
revise her opinions about England. It 
would be hard to define the secret of that 
English greatness which responds so surely 
to every crucial test. Perhaps, the word 
that covers most of its aspects is 
“character.” Stupidity, like brilliancy, 
is, im nations, a superficial quality. 
Character is the real thing, and the Eng- 
lish character, with all its faults, spells 
greatness, The sooner we in Ireland 
recognise that greatness, the better things 
will be for Irishmen and Irish affairs. 
We must be, under any con¢eivable form 
of domestic government, an indissoluble 
part of the authority of England... Our 
future depends on Englarid’s future. Our 
prosperity depends on our relations with 
England. Our character's best develop- 
ment will be brought out only by inter- 
play and co-operation with the character 
of England. If this war has not given 
us some insight into English character, 
we must transfer the adjective “stupid” 
to ourselves. We ought to have realised 
before now that the British democracy which 
is smothering Germany is a purposeful 
and intelligent democracy. It has a long 
memory and, while it has also a good 
temper, it isenot going to be bullied or 
scolded into doing things that it does 
not want to do. In a word, it is the 
last democracy in the world that anybody 
can afford to treat as a child or a fool— 
and that is just how some Irish politicians 
are treating it at the present moment. 
If Ireland wants a real settlement of her 
eternal question after the war, she will 
set herself without delay to learn the out- 
standing lesson cf the war. 

We shall be compelled, whether we 
like it or not, to revise our opinion 
about stupid England. Will it become 
necessary for England to revise her 
opinion . about quick-witted Ireland? 
This danger should be foremost in 
the minds of all thoughtful Irishmen to- 
day.~ Iveland’ has” always fascinated 
England, even when she was making her- 
self an intolerable nuisance to England. 
The English mind is humble, and has a 
hearty admiration for qualities which it 
cannot, or thinks that it cannot, claim. 
Tt loves Irish brilliancy and audacity. It 
has given generous and affectionate praise 
to the “‘missile”’ qualities of the Irish 
soldiers in France. Itself the most loyal 
mind.in the world, it loves the more 
effusive Nloyalties of Irish life and 
character, Ireland's traditions of mili- 
tary greatness, of dashing service in a 
thousand fields, of lost causes and im- 
possible ambitions, are as dear to Eng- 
land s heart as to our own. She has 
clung to the hope of incorporating these 
fine Irish qualities in affairs of | ‘govern: 
ment as successfully -as she has incor- 
porated them in affairs of arms. It will 
be a tragic thing if, at the moment when 
Ireland is forced to revise her estimate 
of England’s character for the better, Eng- 
land is forced to revise her estimate of 
Ireland s character for the worse, The 
present vagaries of the Irish Party in 
Parliament are merely pin-pricks. To-day 
the English people are puzzled and 
saddened, not by Ireland's defection from 
England, but by Ireland’s defection from 
herself. They see a chapter in Irish his- 
tory, which began gloriously, threatening 
to end in a manner entirely destructive of 
the. traditions and ideals that have made 
Ireland dear to England. | We have said, 
till we are weary ef saying it, that the 
Irish regiments in the field carry Ire- 
land’s honour in their hands. They 
carry more: they carry England's esteem 
for Ireland and the whole future of Ire- 
land's relations with England and her 
Empire. If we abandon our Irish soldiers 
now, we lose a great moral asseé—our 
own, self-respect; and a. great. political 
asset—the friendship and fellowship of 
the English democracy, We shall have 
proved false to our fathers, and doubly 
false to our sons. 
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Italy’s Part. 


Italy is bearing her full share of the 
burden of the Allies’ offensive, which, con- 
trary to Marshal von Hindenburg’ s hopés, 
‘seems to be growing more intense as the 
‘season advances. Her ércops are now en- 
gaged on three fronts. (jeneral Cadorna 
has resumed with signal success his ad- 
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of junction of the Serbian, Albanian, and 
Greek ' political boundaries, and, if its 
és continues, ‘it must ultimately 
threaten the flank of the Bulgarian 
forces defending Monastir. The converg- 
ing operations of the Allied forces in Mace- 
‘donia and the Italian forces in Albania 
will finally, we may hope, establish a con- 
nected offensive front stretching between 
the Aigean and the Adriatic. The Italidys’ 
advance has the incidental result of post- 
ing them on the flank of any Greek force 
which—as Admiral du Fournet’s com- 
plementary Note to the Greek Government 
demanding that the despatch of artillery 
and supplies to Thessaly should be stopped 
suggests—King Constantine may propose 
to employ ggainst the Allies’ rear.» It 
has a political as well as a military 
significance, The district of Enirus in 
which ‘the Italians are operating was 
allotted to Albania by the Treaty of 
London, but was occupied by the Greeks 
early in the war. Its seizure by the 
Italians implies a further shrinkage of 
King Constantine’s dwindling Kingdom. 
A semi-official message from Rome denies 
the report that Italy is opposed to the 
intervention of Greece on the side of the 
Allies. The question, however, has ceased 
to have practical importance. Official 
Greece has become negligible. The Allies, 
having reduced it to impotence, have en- 
tered into “diplomatic relations’ with the 
Cabinet of professors ; but simultaneously 
General Sarrail and the Allied representa- 
tives at Salonika have recognised the 
Provisional Government of M. Venezelos. 


Dublin Bakers. 


“A grave situation exists in the Dublin 
bakery trade. On behalf of the opera- 
tives certain demands were put for- 
ward some weeks ago, It is well known 
that, in Dublin as in most other towns, 
baking is done at night. The men want 
to work in the day instead of at night, 
and they asked the master bakers to make 
the change. They also demand the re- 
cognition by the employers of the trade 
union to which, as we understand, the 
majority of them belong. Some days 
ago a deputation representing. the 
operatives. was received by the Dublin 
Master Bakers’ Committee, and the points 
raised, by the former party were discussed. 
Yesterday we published the terms of the 
letter in which the master bakers con- 
veyed their decision on the points at issue. 
In ‘respect both of the day-work proposal 
and of the demand for recognition of the 
union—or, as the employers put it, the 
claim of the Dublin branch of the union 
to, have “absolute control of the labour 
supply —the decision was against the 
men. To the arguments set forth in the 
master bakers’ letter the men’s represen- 
tatives have issued a reply. From these 
two documents it is quite evident that the 
parties are in direct conflict; and it ap- 
pears that; except under pressure from 
outside, the conflict will not be resolved 
by further peaceful negotiation. We ask 
both parties to realise that a very strong 
potential pressure exists—public opinion. 
If necessary, that pressure must be made 
directly effective. In a matter of 
public service, such as the supply of 
bread, an industrial battle in present ci: 
cumstances cannot be tolerated, and any 
party which refuses a reasonable oppor- 
tunity of. ‘settlement. will injure its own 
case. 


Tonic Solfa. 


An unusual sort of centenary will be 
celebrated widely within the next few 
weeks. It is that of the launching of 
what is known as the “Tonic Solfa” 
system of musical notation, Few persons 
have failed at some time to become ac- 
quainted with the system, though we 
suspect that the majority of those who 
learn it forget it again as soon as its 
study ceases to be compulsory upon them, 
In shext, it is taught in almost all schools 
in English-speaking countries, and is also 
very largely used elsewhere. The prin- 
ciples of Tonic Solfa are very old, but 
to a Mr. John Curwen belongs the credit 
of having arranged a simple system and, 
still more, of having obtained its wide 
adoption, so that is is now, so to speak, 
a common musical orthography. Just as 
Pitman hoped that phonetic writing, in 
longhand if not in shorthand, would 
become universal and usual, so Curwen be- 
lieved that Tonic Solfa would replace wholly 
the old musical notation. After all, itis the 
men who see visions who get things done— 
not all that they expect, but something 
that would not have been done but for the 
vision of greater things. It must be 
said of Tonic Selfa that it has been a 
means of happiness to many thousands of 
persons. The excellent choirs which are 
so numerous in the industrial distripts of 
England, for example, consist very largely 
of working people who would never have 
applied themselves to “learning music” 
as it is generally understeod, but have 
taken easily to the Tonic Solfa system,

dragoon Irishmen into our Army. The thing 
cannot be done, and we prophesy that it will 
not be attempted. The problem now is—Can 
recruiting in ireland be revived? We think it 
can, on one condition only—viz., as part of a 
political compact for the setting up of an Irish 
Government ih Ireland immediately after the 
war. Irishmen understand each other. English- 
men are baffled equally by the Nationalists 
and by the Orangemen. Cannot Irishmen come 
together to conter on the future government 
of their common country and work out a plan 
that would satisfy all classes and creeds? Even 
strong Unionists like the Protestant Archbishop 
of Dublin and the Provost of Trinity College 
admit that.the Home Rule battle has been won.

MR, J. ORMSBY JAMESON’S 
“ DEATH.

THE INQUEST, 


Mr. Christopher Friery, solicitor, Coroner for 
North County Dublin, held an inquest yester- 
day at Dolland, Clonsilla, into the circum 
stances of the death of Mr. James Ormsby 
Jameson, who was accidentally killed while 
shooting in the neighbourhood of his residence 
on Thursday. ' 

A jury, of which Mr. Maxwell Arnott was 
foreman, having been sworn, 

The Coroner said he was sure they were all 
shocked to hear of the tragic circumstances 
surrounding tlie death of the deceased gentle- 
man, It appeared that at nine o'clock on 
Thursday morning, as was customary with 
him, Mr. Jameson went out with a gun to 
shoot. At about eleven o'clock, while crossing 
a plank over the Tolka, the gun went off, hit- 
ting him on the head and piunging him into 
the river. He (the coroner) was sorry that he 
had to Visit Clonsilla on such an unhappy 
errand. 

Mrs. Margaret Hughes, Tolka Cottage, Mul- 
huddart, stated that on Thursday morning, 
from the back of her house, she saw Mr, Jame- 
son on the river bank, apparently looking for 
a shot. She saw him again about 11.30, and 
as she was entering her house she heard a shot. 
On looking around she could not see Mr. Jame- 
son... She saw what she thought was the 
barrel of a gun sticking out of the water, and 
she informed her husband. 

Richard Hughes said that when he got down 
to the bank where the accident occurred he! 
saw the barrel of a gun sticking out of the 
water. He took it out, and saw that one 
hammer was“dewn, and that the other was at 
full cock. About 300 yards from: where the, 
jank was a man named Browne took t 

dy out of the water and, assisted by witness 
and a man named Dunne, brought it to the 
bank, The river was about 34 feet deep 
where the plank was, and there was a swift 
current. itness was of opinion that Mr. 
Jameson pub the end of the gun on the plank 
to steady himself when crossing, and that it 
shipped, the trigger catching the plank. 

Richard Browne, slater, 24 Bolton street. 
Dublin, stated that he had taken the body out 
or the water. 

Dr. Merrick, Castleknock, said the shot 
entered the right jaw. Death was evidently 
instantaneous. 

The Coroner said it was a very melancholy 
happening, and he was sure they all sym- 
pathised with the relatives. 

The jury found a verdict that Mr. Jameson 
was accidentally shot, and, on the suggestion 
of the Chairman, added a rider expressing 
their deepest sympathy with his relatives. 

Mr. Litton Cary, District Inspector R.I.C., 
Howth, and Sergeant Harrison, Blanchards- 
town, associated themselves on behalf of the 
police with the vote of sympathy.

She would emerge ruined 
nancially and sorely handicapped by lack ‘of 
labour, it is true; t she would rémain a 
power rich in Wilitary strength and in civic 
consolidation, whose deceptions and barbarities 
and truculence would be forgotten in the 
heroism of its manhood and the endurance of 
its women and children. Might is right to 
men of the world; and German wrong-doing 
would be forgotten if German force prevailed. 
The Germans fight skilfully and bravely. We } 
ecneede it freely. And despite food riots, 
anonymous pamphlets, and suppressed public 
meetings, they have shown a spirit of un- 
grudging sacrifice and patriotic generosity 
which has only been surpassed by the un- 
guenchable spirit of France and the unconquer- 
able soul of Belgium. But it is not only they 
who have shown patriotism and valour. All 
the Allied nations have shed their best blood 
ar freely apd as ungrudgingly as the Germans.

War against Russia, which connoted a “ pre- 
ventive * war against France, was expected in 
Germany before the Sarajevo murder gave the 
longed-for opportunity.

The “horrors of the French Foreign 
Legion’ were spoken of and German inter- 
vention discussed. It was known that France 
was not fully prepared for war..

GERMANY’S AGGRESSION. 

In April and July, 1914, the Germans were 
not ashamed to call it an aggressive war. By 
March, 1915, when an overwhelmi victory 
was no longer possible, they decla that it 
was & preventive war, waged to prevent the 
coming attack of France, and Belgium, which 
was, they hinted, secretly allied ,to Great 
Britain against Germany—as if the wolf should 
say that it ate the lamb to prevent its wanton 
aggression. Now, in the autumn of 1916, when 
Germany's problem is to procure favourable 
peace terms, they say that it & a defensive 
war to protect the integrity of the Fatherland. 

They are right. It is—now. And their ad- 
mission is a confession of the total defeat of 
their plan for enslaving Belgium, crushing 
France, robbing Russia, and annexing Serbia. 
The Grand Alliance are attacking the Central 
Powers, and ultimately will defeat them, not 
for conquest, or plunder, or revenge, but to 
assert justice and internationa) law. Germany 
could have lived at peace with her neighbours, 
but she willed war. She invaded Belgium in 
spite of a solemn treaty, and committed there 
atrocities unparalleled by heathens, Turks, or 
medi@val Christians. She introduced devilish 
engines of war forbidden by an Internationa! 
rene nce hE had subscribed. She 
torpe ence r ehips, and 
murdered judicially Ca bain ‘Pryatt, a4 was 
brave enough to defend himself. She exposed 
the civilian population of her conquered terri- 
tories to every coaceivable indignity—trans- 
haley raped, and slew, in unspeakable bar- 
rxity. Germany was t aggressor, and 
throughout the war, which dhe began, her 
armies Lave behaved insolently and cruelly in 
every unhappy country which they have in- 
vaded. 

PEACE NOW WOULD CONDONE GERMAN 
TRUCULENCE. 

To arrange a peace now would be to condone 
German t nee. Unlessithe Germans are 
punished. for their cruel lawleséness, this war 
will have been fought fh vain; and, cosc what 
it may, the es will continue the war until 
international law is vindi It means great 
sacrifices for all the warring Powers. Our 
friends and kinsmen die or are maimed, our 
wives and chi mourn. We are flinging 
our accumulated wealth upon the altar, but we 
sacrifice all gladly. Cost what it may, evil 
shall not triumph. Gost what it may, right 
shall prevail. Very rarely in the history of 
European. civilisation have crises arisen when 
in face of the principles at stake, and nations 
must be free or puth, Before the war roused 
ua fio action we never believed that the 
t h century could be an heroic age, and 
now we stand with uplifted head and thank the 
Divine Lawgiver that He has ca us to share 
in the vindivation of His laws. We will never 
submit to & German peace. We shall fight on, 
no matter at what cost, until truculenca and 
cruelty are punished and civilisation is freed.
